RACINE 
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RAMBLINGS 

During  the  holidays  Alice  and  I 
were  docents  at  Hazelwood , the  heme 
of  Morgan  L.  Martin  in  Green  Bay. 
Hazelwood  was  built  in  1836-37  and 
is  one  of  the  oldest  existing  hemes 
in  Wisconsin. 

Martin  was  on  the  legislative 
council  of  Michigan  Territory  from 
1831-1835  while  living  in  Green  Bay 
and  was  elected  president  in  1835. 
The  first  bank  in  what  is  now 
Wisconsin,  the  Bank  of  Wisconsin, 
Green  Bay,  was  chartered  in  January 
1835  by  Michigan  Territory  and  the 
following  year,  1836  Wisconsin 
Territory  was  formed  from  the 
western  part  of  Michigan . 

Wisconsin  Territory  in  1836 
extended  from  Lake  Michigan  westerly 
to  the  Missouri  River  and  north  to 
the  Canadian  border  near  the  present 
eastern  border  of  Montana.  This 
immense  area  included  present  day 
Iowa,  Minnesota  and  large  parts  of 
North  and  South  Dakota. 


Morgan  L.  Martin  was  the  first 
president  of  the  Bank  of  Wisconsin, 
Green  Bay,  and  his  signature  appears; 
on  many  of  the  notes  issued  by  this; 
bank.  Other  Wisconsin  Territory 
banks  were  chartered  in  1836  : the? 
Miners  Bank  of  Dubuque,  the  Bank  of 
Mineral  Point,  the  Bank  of  Milwaukee? 
and  the  Bank  of  Fox  River  Hydraulic 
Company  at  De  Pere. 

Martin  was  involved  in  real 
estate  development  in  Green  Bay,, 
Detroit,  and  other  Wisconsin  towns.. 
He  joined  Solomon  Juneau  in  the? 
early  east  side  development  of  thee 
Village  of  Milwaukee.  Martin  wass 
also  involved  in  Wisconsin; 
Territorial  and  State  Government  andi 
was  a state  representative  im 
Congress.  He  chaired  the  1847  state? 

constitutional  convention  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  final  draft  of 
Wisconsin's  first  constitution  was 
drawn  up  on  Hazelwood's  dining  room 
table. 

The  Brown  County  Historical 
Society  has  just  finished  a major 
renovation  of  Hazelwood  and  it  will 
soon  be  open  to  visitors . It  is 
located  on  the  Fox  River  and  Monroe 
Street.  The  old  Military  Road  from 
Green  Bay  to  Prairie  de  Chien  ran 
through  the  front  yard.

In  our  volatile  numismatic  hobby,  prone 
to  cycling,  peaks  and  valleys,  euphoria 
and  apathy,  the  Numismatists  of 
Wisconsin  organization  has  prevailed 
thru  the  good  years  and  the  others.  Much 
of  N.O.W.’s  ability  to  survive  can  be 
attributed  to  long-term  commitments  of 
time  and  talent  by  dedicated  numismatists 
who  served  as  State  organization  officers. 
No  one  in  the  34-year  history  of  N.O.W. 
has  served  continuously  longer  than 
Richard  Anderson,  of  Neshkoro, 
Wisconsin.  A longevity  of  service  that 
continues  today. 

Dick  became  interested  in  numismatics 
while  in  the  armed  forces  in  1943. 

Seems  the  paymaster  had  a roll  of 
uncirculated  1943  walking  Liberty  Half 
dollars.  Dick  bought  them  at  face  value 
and  soon  was  collecting  all  U.S.  coins. 

Russ  Selig  of  Appleton  was  instrumental 
in  Dick  becoming  a dealer,  and  at  the 
Appleton  N.O.W.  show,  Dick  set  up  the 
first  of  many  bourse  tables.  This  also 
marked  the  first  year  of  the  familiar  logo 
shown  on  the  right. 
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Dick  Anderson  joined  the  Numismatists  of 
Wisconsin  in  1962,  and  became  the  NOW 
District  Representative  in  1964.  This 
marked  the  start  of  30  years  of 
continuous  NOW  labors,  which  has 
included  all  of  our  organizations  elective 
offices. 

Dick  and  Mick  opened  a shop  in  Menasha 
In  1964.  N.O.W.  President,  Gordon  Gill, 
a man  with  a sharp  eye  for  raw  talent, 
appointed  Dick  as  N.O.W.  District 
Representative.  His  duties...  collect  NOW 
dues,  give  talks  at  coin  club  meetings, 
and  sign  up  new  members.  Anderson’s 
success  as  a Rep  was  remembered  by 
Gordon  Gill  in  1967  and  1968,  with 
plaques  of  appreciation.  No  one  in  N.O.W., 
before  or  since,  has  been  able  to  match 
Dick’s  recruiting  efforts.  Thru  these 
years,  Dick’s  shop  in  Menasha, 

Wisconsin,  became  a “safehouse”  where 
NOW  officers  and  members  stopped  to 
hash  over  the  latest  in  numismatics  in 
Wisconsin.  Working  with  his  wife, 
Marion,  (who  also  served  on  the  NOW 
Board  of  Governors),  Dick’s  coin  and 
novelty  store  also  served  as  the 
repository  of  the  NOW  archives,  and  the 
dead  weight  of  the  hundreds  of  pounds  of 
past  issue  NOW  medal  over-runs.

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When  the  NOW  bourse  was  formed  at  the 
Pfister  Hotel  in  1961,  it  marked  the 
only  time  Dick  Anderson  was  not  set  up. 

He  then  became  a NOW  regular  and 
carried  that  banner  until  only  the  last 
few  years  since  his  retirement.  The  NOW 
show  bourse,  exhibit  display,  and  the 
ever-present  Board  of  Governors 
meetings  became  a big  part  of  Anderson’s 
life.  Dick  and  Mick  Anderson  were  rock 
solid  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin. 

The  NOW  presidency  of  Dick  Anderson 
was  during  an  active  numismatic  period, 
1972-1974.  Among  his  ideas  were 
membership  contests,  a “Miss  N.O.W.” 
beauty  contest  and  NOW  memberships  as 
Christmas  gifts.  During  this  tour  of 
office,  Anderson  also  booked  tours  to 
A.N.A.  shows  as  a way  of  promoting  NOW 
member  involvement  in  ANA.  Supported 
by  a strong  Board  of  Governors  which 
included  his  wife,  Marion  (Mick),  it  was 
a smooth  2 years.  Then  after  a 2-year 
stint  as  Past-President,  Dick  returned  to 
the  Board  of  Governors  in  1976  (where 
he  has  served  well  to  this  day.) 

A United  States  Post  Office  employee  by 
vocation,  and  down-town  businessman, 
Dick  Anderson  was  deeply  involved  in 
Neenah-Menasha’s  civic  and  commercial 
promotion.  It  was  heart  breaking  for 
him  to  see  the  once  thriving  Menasha 
downtown  crumble  in  the  1980s 

In  1981,  the  first  of  Anderson’s 
“Mystery  Dinners”  at  the  NOW  Show 
began.  These  elbow-rubbing  social  get- 
togethers  were  often  the  high  point  of  the 
whole  convention!  Shrouded  in  secrecy, 
NO  ONE  but  Dick  and  Mick  knew  where 
they  would  be  held.  Prepared  at 
considerable  expense  to  himself,  this  was 


hobby  payback  for  Dick.  The  dinners 
continue  to  this  day,  a Numismatists  of 
Wisconsin  show  extra! 

Dick’s  wife,  Marion,  passed  away  in 
1988.  The  retail  area  of  Menasha  was  in 
severe  decline  and  the  Coin  and  Novelty 
Shop  was  a shadow  of  the  prosperous 
past. 

Dick  remarried  and  left  Menasha  for  a 
quieter  locale,  in  rural  Neshkoro,  North 
of  Princeton,  Wisconsin,  but  he 
continues  to  serve  N.O.W.  as  a Governor, 
faithful  in  attendance,  and  continues  to  be 
an  outspoken  Numismatic  activist. 

Dick  Anderson’s  reminiscence  of  N.O.W. 
friends  reads  like  a “Who’s  Who”  in  the 
state  organization,  but  remembered  with 
special  feelings  are  Art  Zoellner,  Clifford 
Manthe,  the  late  Gordon  Gill,  John  Tilton, 
Chet  Krause,  Floyd  Janney,  Ron  Calkins 
and  Russ  Selig.

Author’s  Note: 

It  seems  like  I’ve  known  Dick  Anderson 
(N.O.W.  L-12)  forever.  From  the  very 
first  Coin  Club  Show  when  Dick  was  set 
up  in  the  bourse,  thru  the  glory  years  of 
N.O.W.,  until  today,  in  the  diminishing 
1990’s  numismatic  involvement.  Over 
those  34  years  we  have  grown  “up  and 
old”  together  in  a hobby  we  love. 

I had  the  privilege  of  Dick’s  service  as 
NOW  Secretary  during  my  Presidency  and 
his  untiring  support  thru  my  years  as 
NOW  News  Editor. 

Our  last  trip  to  Menasha  was  sad  - the 
“Coins  and  Novelties”  store  was  quiet, 
just  as  if  an  age  had  passed.  Dick 
described  his  current  status  as:  “I’m 
trying  to  give  up  business,  and  selling  out 
piece-by-piece...  my  building  will  be 
lost.” 

A Life  Member  of  NOW  and  ANA  (#1110), 
Dick  Anderson  has  a lifetime  commitment 
to  numismatics. 

When  will  NOW  create  its  own  Numismatic 
Hall  of  Fame?  When  this  happens,  Dick 
Anderson,  along  with  his  friend,  Gordon 
Gill  and  Chet  Krause,  will  be  “shoo-ins”! 

Gene  Johnson 
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Harold  Helm,  died  December  19th,  1994,  at 
Mercy  Medical  Center  in  Oshkosh, 

Wisconsin.  Death  was  due  to  a heart  attack. 

Harold  served  NOW  continuously  since  he 
was  elected  to  the  Board  in  1976.  He 
served  as  President  from  1982-1984  and 
was  one  of  the  founding  members  of  the 
Wisconsin  Numismatic  Writers  Association 
(WNWA),  serving  as  coordinator  for  that 
group  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

In  addition  to  collecting  coins,  paper  money 
and  Oshkosh  exonumia,  Harold  was  a man  of 
many  interests-  he  was  an  avid  deer 
hunter,  conservationalist,  Boy  Scout  leader 
and  genealogist.  His  personal  habits  of 
punctuality  and  preparedness  were  a joy  to 
the  officers  and  members  he  served  with  in 
NOW.  In  the  exhibit  era  of  NOW,  Harold  was 
an  award-winning  display  maker.  As  a 
writer,  his  homespun  NOW  News  stories 
often  won  WNWA  award  recognition  and  as  a 
numismatist,  he  was  a fixture  at  local  and 
NOW  shows...  always  willing  and  generous 
with  his  time  and  talent. 

When  my  trade  token  book  was  published  in 
1993,  I was  proud  to  include  two  of  Harold’s 
Oshkosh  stories.  Harold  will  be  sorely 
missed  as  a NOW  officer,  and  always 
warmly  remembered  by  NOW  members  as  a 
friend.  His  death  diminishes  us  all.
